8t. Petersburg, May 4.— In a report ! 
received by the emperor from General I 
Kuropatkln ur.der today's date, It is 
stated that at least three to four thou­ 
sand men were killed in the Yalu river 
fight. 


Chee 
Foo, May 4.—The Japanese 
landed troops and attacked and cap­ 
tured New Chwang last evening, the 
Russians falling back to protsct the 
railway.” 


St. Petersburg, May 4.—St. Peters­ 
burg is electrified by the sensational 
news of fighting 
on land and sea. 
From Genera] Kuropatkln, conveying 
General 
Zassalitch’s 
report, 
came 
graphic details of the battle of Turen- 
Cheng, as the combat on the banks of 
the Yalu Is officially designated, which 


One of them bl w up on a mine, the 
second vessel v.as wrecked on the 
shore and the third was sunk by the 
Russian shells. 
The flreships were ten in number 
and of about 3,009 tons each. 
It Is 
reported that two Japanese torpedo 
boats were sunk, the remainder with­ 
drawing 
in 
a 
damaged 
condition. 
Eight flreships were sunk and very 
few of their crews were saved. 
Most 
of thpm were killed. 
Many dead bod­ 
ies w »re seen floating about outside 
the harbor. 
These were collected by 
the Russians, who brought ashore and 
buried them. This new attempt of the 
Japanese was on a much grander scale 
than any heretofore made, but the 
moonlight aided in the discomfiture 
of the discovered enemy. 
The Jap­ 
anese 
attacked 
brilliantly, 
without 
seeming to notice the murderous fire 
directed on them. 
The Russians cap­ 
tured two officers and thirty men. 
It is reported that twelve ships had 
been prepared by the Japanese, but 
for some unknown reason two of them 
never attempted to approach the en­ 
trance. 
It is stated that the crews of the flre­ 
ships included a number of Japanese 
cadets, 
who 
showed 
extraordinary 
bravery, especially when the ships 
were sinking. Several of the crew sat 
on the topmasts firing revolvers, and 
then plunged into the sea. 
It is be­ 
lieved that none of the cadets was 
saved. 
I he attempt to close the mouth of 
the harbor failed.

To the Russian official frankness in 
this respect is attributed the universal 
belief of the Russian people that ini­ 
tial reverses are of no consequence 
and that eventual triumph is inevita­ 
ble. 
A special dispatch from St. Peters­ 
burg asserts that Lieutenant General 
Zassalltch fell into an ambuscade ow­ 
ing to the Japanese interrupting a tel­ 
egram from General Kuropatkln. 
Ac­ 
cording to one St. Petersburg corre­ 
spondent General Kuropatkln is re­ 
calling all the troops from the neigh 
borhood of Gensan. 
He is. the corre­ 
spondent says, opposed to fighting 
many L**flor actions and intends to 
withdraw all outlying Russian forces. 
A Shanghai correspondent says that 
before evacuating Antung the Rus­ 
sians expelled the population by force. 
He adds that the Pekin government 
has refused General Ma’s request to 
be permitted to expel the Russian 
troops from the west of the Liao river. I 
It is understood that all non-combat- 
anta have left and all official docu- i 
ments and valuables have been re­ 
moved from Dalny, and that all the 
guns from the disabled warships at 
Port Arthur have been taken ashore 
to the torts.

Kuropatkin, in telegraphing to the em­ 
peror, blames Lieutenant General Zas- 
salitch’s obstinacy in refusing to re­ 
treat in time, despite the orders he 
received. 


Effort to B lo ck Harbor at Port Arthur 
Successfully Resisted. 
Port Arthur, May 4.—The Japanese 
squadron appeared off Port Arthur af 
ter daybreak and engaged the forts 
and warships. 
Thirty Japanese pris- 
eners have been captured. 
At 1 o’clock In the morning five Jap­ 
anese torpedo boats were sighted and 
the Russian land batteries and the 
gunboat Ciliak and the coast-defense 
vessels 
Gremishlchl 
and 
Otvashni 
opened fire and compelled them to re­ 
tire. 
Immediately 
afterward 
other 
Japanese ships were sighted on the 
horizon. They were headed by a fire- 
ship, which was sunk near the en­ 
trance of the harbor at 1:20 p. m. Af­ 
ter an interval of twenty-five minutes 
two more flreships came on and were 
•ent to the bottom. 
At 2:25 four more flreships appear­ 
ed. Three of these blew up on hidden 
mines. Two of these sank immediate­ 
ly and the other ir o flreships were 
sunk by the batteries and warships. 
The protected cruiser Askold parti­ 
cipated In the firing. Fifteen minutes 
lat*r three more flreships arrived. 


Disastrous Cloudburst. 
Austin. Tex.. May 4.—This section 
and all central Texas was visited by a 
terrific 
cloudburst 
yesterday. 
The 
principal streets of the city were 
wrecked by the flood and great dam­ 
age was done to crops in the fields. 


Washington, May 4.—The platform 
to be adopted by the Republican na­ 
tional convention has been among the 
topics discussed at the conferences 
which have taken place recently at 
the White Housp, in committee rooms 
at the capitol and at different resi­ 
dences where a number of Republicans 
have been assembled. 
Senator Lodge, 
who is slated for chairman of the com­ 
mittee on 
resolutions at 
the con­ 
vention, 
has prepared 
preliminary 
■ketches of various topics that he 
thinks should be treated and has sub­ 
mitted them to senators and others 
for their approval or suggestion as to 
amendment. 
It is expected that be­ 
fore convention 
meets a complete 
platform will be prepared which will 
have the approval of the president. 
The principal feature of the plat­ 
form will be the tariff plank, which 
will declare in the strongest terms the 
adherence of the Republican party to 
the principles of protection, but will 
not bind the party not to revise the 
tariff. It will say that the party is not 
committed to any schedule, but that 
ohanges should be made only when 
changed conditions of business or the 
treasury render it necessary or advisa­ 
ble. 
Persons present at the recent 
conference say it already has been 
agreed that the tariff will be revised 
in the 59th congress If the Republicans 
win in November. 
There is at present a determination 
to make the platform as brief as pos­ 
sible, consequently the endorsement of 
the administration and the acts of the 
party will be put in compact form. 
This endorsement will be a general 
approval of the course of the president 
and of the actions of the Republicans 
In congress. 
The plank concerning trusts in ef­ 
fect will declare that the laws for the 
regulation of monopolies and the re­ 
straint of conspiracy against com­ 
merce were enacted by the Republi­ 
cans and that the enforcement of such 
laws have been only by a Republican 
administration. 
It also will say that 
It is not the policy or intention of the 
Republican party to assail legitimate 
Industry and business or to infringe 
on the rights of persons or property. 
8pecial attention will be devoted to 
the pharseology of this plank. 
Some difficulty haa been experienced 
In finding the proper wording for a rec­ 
iprocity suggestion. 
Nearly all the 
senators who have attended the recent 
conferences 
have contributed 
their 
share toward keeping the reciprocity 
treaties negotiated by the McKinley 
administration 
closely 
confined 
in 
committee pigeon-holes. 
Reciprocity 
has not been popular in congress, and 
it was with a great effort that the Cu­ 
ban legislation waa passed. 
Senator Aldrich announced when 
the Cuban bill was under consideration 
that there would be no more tariff leg­ 
islation by treaty. If anything is said 
about reciprocity it will be so worded 
as to mean that reciprocity shall be 
confined to such articles as are not In 
competition 
with 
products 
of 
the 
United States. 
Mention of the financial question 
will consist of an allusion to the main­ 
tenance of the gold standard by the 
Republican party and a promise to 
continue the finances of the country 
upon a sound basis. 
Disfranchisement ot the negroes in 
Southern states will be denounced as 
an encroachment on rights guaranteed 
by the constitution. 
The demand for restoration of the 
merchant marine of the country will 
be renewed, but it is not the intention 
to endorse any specific plan. 
There are some other suggestions 
as to planks in the platform, but the 
decision to have the platform as brief 
as possible may eliminate them from 
consideration as unnecessary at this 
time.
